Approximately 230,000 acres in size, the
Sevilleta National Wildlife Refuge is a vast landscape in
the heart of New Mexico. It supports four major
ecosystems, touches two mountain ranges and embraces
the largest river in the State. Its magnitude and austere
beauty make the Refuge unforgettable, but its true
significance lies in its function. The Sevilleta National
Wildlife Refuge is managed not for selected species of
wildlife, but for the natural processes of flood, fire, and
succession that sustain this huge landscape’s functioning
ecosystems. Coming together within the Refuge
boundaries are the Chihuahuan Desert, shortgrass
prairie, pinon-juniper woodlands, Colorado Plateau shrub
steppe and Rio Grande riparian woodlands. These varied
habitats provide homes to a diversity of wildlife and
plants, many existing at the edge of their traditional home
range.

The Open House provides a
rare opportunity for nature lovers to experience areas of
the Refuge which are not accessible at other times of the
year. Many interesting field trips, speakers and exhibits
will be available.
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
